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Foreword 
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THES REPORT is basec on a study spensered by the Augusta County 
{(VYireinia) Postwar Plenning Beard, its pernese being to obtain in- 

tion neeced for postwar plenning in the cenmmunity. Advice and 
guidance for the study have been given by the Suocommittes on Agri- 
eulturai-iIndustrial Relations of the Interbureau Committee on 
Postwar Programs, of the United States Department of arzricuiture. 
The study follows the esneral pian of “Surprestions fer a Comunity 
Program on Postwar Employment” which wes drawn up by the Interbureau 
Committee and has already been used in a number of communities, 
emong which Fort Smith, Arkansas and Anderson, South Carolina may be 
cited as examples. 


The part of the study reported in Section I was conducted with tech- 
nical assistance from the Division of Program Surveys, Bureau of 
agricultural Economics, United States Department of Agriculture. 

For this section, "A Procecure for Community Postwar Plamninz," 
developed at Albert Lea, Vimesota by the Committee for Economic 
Development, was aiso utilized. The Augusta County survey differs 
from sarlier studies made under this pian chiefly in the method of 
sampling and in the means used to estimate postwar expenditures. 

its purposes is to answer the following questions about the probable 
postwar labor force aud commodity expenditures in Augusta County: 


1. How many jobs will be needed in Augusta County efter the 
war in order to employ ali those who want to work? 


2, What will be the job skilis of persons wanting to work? 
3. What will be the extent of purchasing power in the county? 


4, What commodities are people planning to buy, how much do 
they expect to spend in the first coupie of years after 
the war, and how do they expect to finance these purchases? 


Section I contains the findings on these and several related prob- 
lems. It’is based upon a survey of & representative cross«section 
consisting of 725 household. “roughly ono-sixteenth of the 
households in Augusta County), wnicn were visited by members of the 
loeal interviewing staff between Sentember 24 and October 16, 1944.

Secondly, the pians people 
make are always subject to change by factors they casnot 
foresse. Thus--in estimating the size of the »nostwar 
habor force-<the rate of Sheds eat tonk the size of 

the postwar standing army, and the number of casualties 
among servicemen from Auguata County sould not be taken 
into account. In estimating how much people will spend 
during the first two nostwar yearr, what they will buy, 
and how they will finance the evpenditures, such factare 
as peneral nostwar esonemic conditions and people's 

Level of income at that time--which will have a weighty 
influence on their actuel buying=-=could not be counsidersd 
here. The length of the war is another unmoredictabdle 
factor that may chan;e people's plans.

Concerning the plans of potentinl postwar workers now living in the. 
county (the first two rroups above). it was possible to obtain in- 
formation directly from them or from relatives living in the same 
house. Information about the last two groups, however (the servicemen 
and workers now outside the county), was obtained in si] casez 

from rélutives, some of whom were not sure about the oostwar ch: of 


family menbers sway from home. 


On the basis of the information thus obtained, it is estimated that 
about <1 ,500 people will be availiable in the postwar labor force of 
Augusta County. 


Since this figure is based on people's present plaris, it does not take 

into sccount such factars es the rate of demobilization of servicemen, 

tne size of the postwar standing army, and casualties, Too, personal 

factors may cause people to change their plans by the end of the war. 

For instance, unmerried women who now say they intend to work after the ; : 
War may not de se if they should marry. Older people who now say they 

wilt ee after the war may decide to retire inatead; particularly if 

the wer should last longer than they.now expect. Por these various 

reasons, the fipure may overestimate the size of the available postwar

On the basis of these ficures, about 36 Jako more peopie in the 
county will want jobs ter the war than are now employed.* This 

inersase will be among both men and women and among both Negro and 
white workers. Table 2 in the Appendix lists by race and sex the 

estimated number of persons now employed and the number whe it jie 

estimated will want jobs SS Ser the war. The findings may be sum- 

marized as follows: 


*By comparison with 194 emoioyment levels, the estimated increase 
ig probably closer to 12 percent (in 1940 = 19,088 workers; postwar 
estimate = 2],504 workers). The 1940 figure is from the U.S, Census 
of Population. Since it includes workers who lived outsids the 
county, whereas the postwar estimate incluces only those who reside 
in the county or are expected to return, the actual percentage in- 
crease over 1940 may be somewhat larrer than 1l2 percent, although 
still considerably loess than the increase over the 1944 estimate.

Approximately 4,200 persons will be wanting Yarm jobs after the war 
(Anpeadix, Table 3). .This compares with dbout 4,000 estimated farm 
workers now and 4,000 in 1940 accerding to the ge ts Similerly, 
about 13,4CG will went non-farm jobs in the postwar neriod eas com- 
pared with approximately 12,500 now and 14,700 who were working in 
non-farm jobs in 1940." In additions, there are atout &00 neople 
who say definitely that they expect to work efter the war but have 
no decided or did not indicate whother they will engage in farm or 
non-farm oceupations, Thies makes a total of around 18,400 who defi~ 
nitely plan to work in the postwar period. as cosmared with about 
26,50G who are now working end 19,100 who were working in 1940. There 
are, however,.anproximately 3,100 additional peonle (mostly servicemen} 
who are very likely tc join the labor force after the war, making a 
total possible nostwar working group of 21,500. Thus, there will be 
an estimeted minimum of 1,900 and possibly as many as 5,006 more 
people leoking for jobs in the postwar pericd than are nov working. 
fhe higher figure gives an incresse of about 2,400 over the number 
employed in i9h0. . 


JOB SKILLS OF PCSTWAH WORKES 


What are the job skille of these postwar workers? what times of 
jobs will they be qualified to £411?

Table 4 in the Anpendix classifies the job experience of various 
groups of postwar workers. More than one-third of the pecpis now 
working in the county have had experience in manufacturing indus~ 
trier (production). Almost half the returning servicemen who will 
oresumedly want to work heave had pre-war production jobs.**  Consi- 
cerably fewer, oniy 15 percent, have worked in egriculture. Of the 
total probable postwar labor force, almost 4G nercent have had 
experience in manufacturing industries and aenariy one-fourth have | 
worked in agriculture. fhe pronorticne who heve had exnerience in 
professional, technical, manayerial, sales, clerical, end service 
ocecunstions are much Lower,

Tavle 5 shows the Job experisnce of white sand Nepro men and women who 
may want to work in the county after the war. More than helf the 
Negro women have hed experience in domeatic service Jots. Abcut a 
third of the hegre men have been in service occuneations (es waiters, 
porters, hotel workers, ete.) and e somewhat higher vroportion have 
worked in ~roduction oceuyations. Among white postwar workers, the 
largest number heve haé manufacturing jobs: a considerablé number of 
white men have worked in agriculture and white women in clerical jabs. 


Pehle 6 shows the number of vereons whe herve had additionsel job exveri- 
ence or training that might be atilized in postwar joods, For those 
servicemen for whom information war given, the largest vronorticn whe 
have other thun combet duties are in uroduction work (isechenics, ete. ),. 
Bod some have been doing clericel work. 


How meny new workets with experience 


in verious industries can be absorbed 
in those incustriee after the war? 


Tabie 7 shows the number of workers in the major industries and busi- 
nesseé in 1940 and the estimated number for 19U4,* It shows, too, the 
munber of workere who say they exnect to remain. in the work force after 
the wer and hew they ere now distributed within the various industrial 
and business grouns, Thus, there were almoet 4 000 workers in agri- 
culture in 190, and about the same mumber was estimated fer igh, iF 
the auproximately 4,000 agriculturel workers remaining in the labor 
force stey in epriculturel jobs, there will de coom for few additional 
workers, assuming a return to 1940 levels. If the 571 servicemen 

who formerly worked in agriculture should wish to return to their 
pre-war Term ocourations, there woulé be no room for them unless 
prerent Ferm workers were tc be disnlaced,  Non-ferm Jobs would herve 
to be found, either for severel hundred returning servicemen or for 
several hindred now working on farme. 


It may be, however, thet the postwar demand for farm workers will 
exceec the level of fara employment in igho. -One of the questions 
asked in the survey was how many farmers %lan to hire farm workers 
after the war (Table 9). The answers give an estimated nostwer demand 
for farm Isher of about 4,800 workers. If theee answers are 4 fairly 
good measure of the demand for ferm workers in the potctwar pericd, 
the returning servicemen who might be seeking farm work could de 
sunplied with jots. 


tne decline in house buiiding and other types of construction as a 

Fesult of the war has yreatly reduced the number of construction workers, 
"Since the 1958 fipares are estimates from data on county residents,” 
the number now enmloyed will be underestimeted for industries heving 
workere who 2ive outside Augusta County.

The total number of workers who say they will remain in construction 
plus returning servicemen with ore-war construction experience comes 

to only about 700, whereas] ,316 construction workers were employed in 
1940. Since poetwar plans fer the building and remodelling of homes 
gives evidence of a considerable demend for conetruction work (page 13), 
itt appears quite nossible that construction covld abecrbd a fairly 

largs unumber of postwar job seekers. 


Again Asswaing a return te 1940 employment levsis, there would be 
some room for additional workers in manufacturing, in wholesale and 
retail trade, and in personal Bee A ee occupations. 


Yables 7 and & show how nany of the workers expecting to remain at 
work are now engaged in each of the various types of industry. They 
show also how many of these now in military rervice had pre-war jobs 
in exch of these tynes of industry. Some 1,800 additionsl workers 
may be seeking jobs in the county after the war (Teble 1), aside from 
the returning servicemen. As an aid in vlannizng postwar employment, 
it will be possible to compare theses figures with the findings of the 
industrial survey now being conducted on the number and kind of jobs 
that will be availabla after the war. 


Two-thirds of those who may want jobs 
after the war have not complet ed high school

Altogether, the expected 
increase in farm labor is 19 vercent. 

Acecrding to available information, about 4,200 persons want to 
work on farms after the war. {it may be that, because of their 
acute awarensas of the present shortage of farm labor, farmers 
overestimate the mamber of workers they will hire after the war. 
But, if these figures sre reasonably accurate predictions of post- 
war conditions, there will not be a shortage of farm jobs. 


POSTWAR JOBS FOR DOMESTIC ‘iORKERS 


On the basie of people’s present plans for hiring full-time 
domestic workers after the war, there wili be an increase of 84 
percent in the number of jobs available for domestis workers. 
Some 500 domestics are now employed whereas, according to what 
people say now, over 9OC such jobs may be oven after the war 
(Table 9). If all persons with previous experience in domestic 
work constitute the supply of euch postwar workers in the county, 
thers will be approximately 100 more jobs than workers.*
